Thus the learned Childrey: Which Opinion being ve- 
ry rational (tho* conrrary-to common Tradicion) I ſhall de- 
rive my this Year's Aſtrological ConjeQures (for I prerend 
them no orher) chiefly from che Sun's Entrance inro that 
Cardinal Solftiria} Point ; bur not omirting my reſpe to rhe 
other Solar Ingreſſes ; but comparing them with That as 
the grand Radzzx of che Year; the Figure whereof follows; 
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2 i Aſtrological Conjedtuxgs 
[t is very,obſeryable rhar all che Angles and alſo the Moon 
13 che following Bramal Scheme, are movable : which de- 
notes variety of. Aion to happen in. this dull, heavy and 
ina&ive Quarter of che Year; and that many Marters begun 
therein, as well of general-as particular, of publick as pri- 
vare Conicernmentr, will ercther prove abortive, or meet a too 
hafty or imperfe& Period. Sundry weighcy things will be 
arcempred or undertaken upon ſlender imporent Grounds, 
nor of ſtrength or ſufficiency to ſapporc or bear them. _ 

The Planers F and » have fignificarton of the People in

The Sun, the crue Repreſenter of Kings, Princes, (Fc. is 
onthe Mid-Heaven, ('cisdelightful co ſee the moſt 1]luſtrious 
of Stars poſired inche moſt noble Angle of Heaven ! ) and is 
diſpoſed of by h the moſt Superiour of the-Planers, and He, 
alſo riſing io the Angle of Sovereignty. Hence it is plain 
that, in this Year, the Honour and Grandcur of Kings,Prin- 
ces,Magiſtrares (5c. will much advance and encreaſe; maugre 
all Machinations and envious Deſigns fram'd againſt them, 
Such rebellious Spirits as will not love, obey and ſubmit to 
Authority, will be conſtrain'd to fear ir, and alſo to feel is 
Coertion, Kings and Rulers bear not the Sword in vain: 
Saturn jn this Revolution is a Confignificatror of Empire 
and Dominion with the Sun. 

The Yulgar People,or Commonalty(as I told you) are fig+ 
nified by F wich 'F in 8 of Q from 7r and 7 double-bo- 
died Signs 3 and by the Moon in & of Hh.

the grear Stars of che Bull and Scorpion, denotes the wicked 
AQors of ſuch Pranks to be rewarded wich exemplary Ju- 
ſtice for ſuch their deſtructive and inv:dious Diligence;

gles, ic imports many Inſidiators, Robbers, and Padders on 
the High-ways, cerdring the Roads unſafe : Under ſuch ho- 
ſtile Aſpe&s there will be no ſecure Travailing (unleſs with 
2 Guard) witha Purſe of Gold in a Mav's Hand, as Fame 
tells us we formerly might, when Reverend Judge Popham 
rode the Circuir. 

Bur, is there nothing to be found to ſoften or alleviate the 
Severiry of theſe malevolent Poſitions ?

Bur to proceed, if = be a Sign of Juſtice and Equity in 
a moral ſence,as well as in a natural one ( which ſome Aſtro- 
gers opinion} chis glorious Satellirmmot © 2 P 9 therein, 
ſhould denore great Endeavours to be uſed by Kings, Prio- 
ces and Porencares both in Church and Scare, for procurjng 
of Peace, and ro pur a Period co Emrope's redious Troubles, 
Sundry eminent Treaties ſhould be fer on Foot for regulating 
of chings out of -order, and for making. up thoſe unhappy 
Breachesin che V Vorld which the Sword ((o long unſheach'd ) 
hath unhappily made, 

There can be no planetary Rays ſo powerfal for to pro- 
more Peace, and period V Yar, as thoſe that proceed " 
cue 
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the Sign of Juſtice. It is Juſtice alone procures Peace  'tis Juſtice only 
that preſerves ir, according to King Solomon s moſt reaſonable Award ; a 
King, I muſt own to have the beft Aftrologer in the World. --. And 
if our Ihgrat!tude to our Superiours, our obſtinate Rebellions, our harrid 
Regicidal and Epiſcopocidal Sins, (I ſay, thoſe deep-dyed Scarlex Sins ) 
have not too far incens'd Heaven againſt us: Methinks the noble Palſ- 
ſage of Jupiter through Libra (wich reipe&t to this preſent four-fold Con- 
greſs therein) ſhould (© far befriend diſturbed Exrope, as to find out pro» 
per ways to ſheath the devouring Sword, and once more lettle it in Peace . 
God never ſuffers Calamities ro invade either Nations or Perſons, but as 
2 juſt Puniſhment for ſome grievous antecedent Sins. Bur, if he be once 
pleas'd to ſay to the Sword, --- It is enough / Then, and nortill then, can 
the World expe& Peace ; let the Planets promiſe never ſo well, 

But are all the planerary Rays friendly ? is there nothing that obftruds 
eur Hopes ? What means the popular Moon ina fix'd Quartile of Mars? 
and he in this Figure a publick Enemy too ? nay , polited in the ſecond 
Angle ? 1 never look on ſuch a Pofition, bur it brings ro my mind, that 
moſt excellent Obſervation of the moſt learned Prelate, Biſhop Laud, in 
his Sermon an Eph. c. 4. v. 3. Preach'd on March 17. 1628. at the open- 
ing of a Parliament, viz. * Joyn rhen (ſaid that divine Biſhop) and keep 
© the Uniry of the Spirit, andLIl fear no Danger, tho' Mars were Lord 
* of the Aſcendanrt in the very Inſtanr of this Seſſhons of Parliament, and 
* in the ſecond Houſe, or joyn'd,or in Aſpe& ofthe Lotd of the Second : 
which yet Ptolcxpy thought brought much hurt ro Common-wealths' Cen= 
tileg. Aph. 84. I fear this unkind Ray will at leaft delay, if not deftroy 
our likelieft Hopes of Tranquillity. Publick fix'd and refolv'd Enemies 
are nor eafily appeas'd, or brought to terms of Accommodation. 

[r is this fix'd Aſpe& of the Moon to Mari(tho' of it ſelf imperfeR) thar 
ſeems to continue rhe preſent Wars and Contefts, yer a little longer. Na- 
tional Breaches are not (o ſoon made up, or ended as a Law-Suit berween 
rwo Perſons in Weſtmunſter-hall ; or a Controverſie berween two Villages, 
where a Term or two (unleſs the Ligitants are Purſe-proud) puts a Period 
ts the one, and a Trial at Foot-ball or Cudgels quiets the other, and fix- 
es the Lauzel where the Merit's found. No ! *tis far otherwiſe inthe 
Wars between Kingdoms and Nations ; many Treaties may be had, and 
many worthy Endeavours uſed by learned and good Men z which may 
Prove abortive ; before thar one can be happily hiton to compaſs a firm 
and laſting Peace. Sundry croſs Stzrs and Horoſcopes are fill at hand 
to contradict, Not Saturn only but Satas alſo, is ready with venctick 
Atoms to deſtroy ſuch good intended Defigns: It is not in the Power of 
Men to command a Peace when they will. Al! Men (faith the Orator) 
know how to begin a War, but few = how to end tt. 

Albeit, I am of Opinion (and [ hope I draw nor much wide of Truth) 
That ſome Methods of a preſe-ving Nature will be purſued for the Recon- 
cilement of Kingdoins and Countries now at odds, which (with God's 
Bleſſing) may meeta happy Concluſion: and rhis before the good Planet 
Jupiter has quitted the equal Balance ; the which he will not compleatly 
do till the Month of September, 1697. And to aſſiſftour hopes, ler ir be 
remembred that we are now alfofavour'd by a Trme of Satwrn and Jupiter, 
which was made in Auguft. 1695. Trines ace Aſpets of Amity, Peace, 
and Concord; and we commonly find what a Conjundtion or Oppyfirion

Frame : Hence it is the Trinehas got the Reputation of good from all the reſt,

ſome time y<t) and the Heavens will diſtil down their refreſhing Influences 
upon (we hope) all rhe ſuffering Kingdoms and Nations in theſe Northern 
Parrs of the World : God in Mercy defend us in the mean time from h's 
Envy anddf's Fury, Wat and Want are (ad and woeful maſters,and commonly 
entail Ruin and Deſtruction upon thoſe Countries wherever they come. 

In this Autumnal Quarter is celebrated another rocal Eclipſe of the 
Moon, ne?rly in oppolition to that which happened in May.

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intended ſome good ; for all Eclipſes are not of envious Signification, but 


xe good or bad, as their Lords are diſpoſed; and, tor that this Scheme is 
neerly the ſame with ther of the Ingreſs @ which it falls , the Portents 
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| hereof will be included thereig. 


An Eclipſe of Þ in the ſecond Decanate of 9 denotes the Death of 
ſome famous Queen or Princets, (as did that Figure.): Alloa Dearth of 
Corn and uſeful Gran, and a Sterilicy of all things growing on the Farth, 
and as it happens in the carthy Triplicicy, 'tis the Prodromus of an Farth* 
quake. 

Tehannes Angelus tells us, the eclips'd Decanate is fignificact of Ftrwoy, 
Nibulity, Dignity, and alſo Neceſſity rc the Vigar z and he repreſents it 
by « tall Man, pgirt with a Girdle izolding a Key in ins Right-hand --- 1 
will zor pretend fully ro incerpret this myſterio:s Character. Only thus 
much we may obſerve from our Bavarian's dark Text, ---Thart tall Men 
have the advantage of others. Chictly if ,FNoblc Kace, veſted with Pow- 
& and Digniry, and well girt, or provided to encounter Opokition z -- That 
a Key imports Safery or Jecurity. He's accounted happy that hath all 
things under Lock and Key, &c. —— 

This Eclipſe, as celebrated in 2, rebates r@ Ryie, Poland, Lorrawn, 
Ireland, &c, All which Kingdoms and Countrics will be more or leſs con- 
cern'd in the Efſe4s of this Luna Leliquium ; privare Perions :lfo whoſe 
Genitures conſpire therewith (chiefly if they relate ro the fixed Quadrangle) 
vill be Sharers int the Effects. Cites, Towns, and Societies of Men, are
